HUNTING FOR MOONS. 

In ihe spring of 1H77, the approaching 
favorable opposition of the planet Mars at 
traded my attention, and ihe idea occiirre.

planet. An examination of the literatim 
of the planet showed, however, such a masi 
of observations of various kinds made b.\ 
the most experienced and skillful uetrono 
men, that the chance of finding a satellitr 
.ppcared to be very slight, no that I mtghl 
have abandoned the scorch had it not been 
for the encouragement of my wife. A more 
lete examination of the observations 
■Vjp gave some encouragement, ns il showed 
that hardly any astronomer since the 
of Sir William Hcrschel had made n special 
search for satellites. It is evident from his

The 
eggs must be planted ou Ihe fii 
April By the first of May thepige 
np high enough to plow, They never re- 
quire more than two plowings. They are 
ready for the reaper by the tniddlo of Au- 
gust. They must be ricked, not Blacked. 
By November— when there is a demand for 
them In market— they will be perfectly 
cured nud ready to ship Thiy usually 
bring $100,000 per ton.
